PORTLAND — O r e g o n 
voters, by a 12 to 5 prefer­ 
ence, believe ambassador 
Henry Cabot Lodge should 
remain at his post in Saigon 
rather than return to cam­ 
paign in their state’s Repub­ 
lican presidential primary. 


At the same time, a siz­ 
able share of Oregonians 
tend to believe the United 
States should stepup the 
war effort against the Com- 
uunists 
in 
Vietnam, 
where 
Lodge is the official envoy of a 
Democratic administration that 
I has been reluctant to expand 
the war. 
These were the findings in 
the latest statewide polls con­ 
ducted for the Portland Ore­ 
gonian by a private polling or- 
i ganization, Clark, Bardsley & 
Ilaslacher. 
However, the war issue prov­ 
ed to be puzzling to Oregonians 
and fewer offered opinions on 
it 
than 
on 
the 
question of 
w hether Lodge should return 
before the May 15 primary. 
On that issue, his supporters 
were strong in the belief that 
he should not. This attitude was 
also shared, although to a less­ 
er degree, by supporters of his 
tp p o n e rts— Sen.

v a te r of Arizona. Gov. Nelson 
Rockefeller of New York, and 
former vice president Richard 
M. Nixon— as well as by Demo­ 
crats. who will not vote in the 
GOP primary.

Rapid Transit On Richmond 
Span Would Be Beneficial 


Many agencies are publicly agreeing 
that a comprehensive study of where 
and how to provide another vehicular 
crossing between Marin and San Fran­ 
cisco is needed, right now. 
A rather substantial state allocation 
may be forthcoming for such a study. 
The Golden Gate Bridge board has in­ 
dicated its receptiveness for suggestions 
that bridge toll revenues might be used 
for the needed study. 
Thus it appears that a study will soon 
be undertaken. And this will be a valu­ 
able first step toward the ultimate aim 
of easing traffic congestion between Ma­ 
rin and San Francisco. 
Senator Jack McCarthy is among 
those who have long been concerned 
with this problem. He periodically has 
made efforts to get state agencies on the 
track of possible solutions. 
And he is moving in that direction 
again during the present session of the 
legislature in Sacramento. 
He authored a resolution asking the 
California Toll Bridge Authority to seek 


a study of the feasibility of putting 
rapid transit rails on the Richmond-San 
Rafael bridge. 
If this could be done, as suggested by 
Supervisor Peter Behr and others, it 
would link Marin with the Bay Area 
Rapid Transit system already under con­ 
struction in the East Bay. Rapid transit 
could very well have the effect of reduc­ 
ing the number of private cars commut­ 
ing daily to San Francisco. 
McCarthy’s resolution already has 
been adopted by both houses of the leg­ 
islature. Now he is following up with 
a bill to provide $12.000 for the study. 
This bill has already been passed by the 
senate and sent to the assembly. 
If this possibility proves feasible, Ma­ 
rin may have commuter relief m u c h 
more quickly and more inexpensively 
than we have expected. 
We hope the McCarthy bill is ap­ 
proved by the assembly, and signed by 
the governor. We hope the resultant 
studies prove favorable to rapid transit.

Liquor Industry Most Regulated 
Of Any In State Of California 


By EDWIN S. CAPPS 


SACRAMENTO (CNS) — 
The alcoholic beverage indus­ 
try in California no doubt is 
the most closely regulated in­ 
dustry in the state, if not in 
the entire nation. 
When prohibition was re­ 
pealed in 1933. the returning 
liquor industry started opera­ 
tion from a little manual, 
which contained 39 sections 
of law and five rules. 
At present, there are 700 


sections of law and 63 rules. 
In many cases, the rules are 
much more lengthy and sub­ 
stantive than the laws them­ 
selves. 
The credit law that was ap­ 
proved by the Legislature in 
1963, requiring wholesalers to 
charge 2 per cent per month 
on 
delinquent 
retailer 
ac­ 
counts, takes up about two- 
thirds of a printed page. The 
rules which implement the 
credit law take up more than 
nine and one-half pages.

“EACH TIME A LAW is 
added, we have to adopt a 
rule, or rules, and then inter­ 
pretation/’ Malcolm E. Harris, 
ABC director said. “This in­ 
dustry is so regulated that 
pretty soon we’re writing in­ 
terpretations 
of 
interpreta­ 
tions.” 
One of the reasons this 
abundance of laws is being 
noted at present is that the 
Department of Alcoholic Bev­ 
erage Control finally has the 
manpower to begin enforcing 
some of them. Generally, over 
the years, the department has 
concerned itself with enforc­ 
ing the morals type sections 
of the law. 


Most 
enforcement efforts 
have gone toward violations 
involving minors — sales to 
minors, permitting minors to 
consume, employment of mi­ 
nors, etc. These violations, in 
fact, make up about 60 per 
cent of the disciplinary cases 
filed by the department. 


OTHER MORALS type vio­ 
lations which come in for 
strong enforcement on the 
part of the department in­ 
clude employment of B-girls 
or female bartenders, sales 
after hours, permitting gam­ 
bling on licensed premises, 
sales to obviously intoxicated 
persons, or permitting disor­ 
derly houses, such as fights, 
obscene language, or solicita­ 
tion for acts of prostitution. 
Most of the other sections 
in the liquor l%w concern 
business 
practices 
and, 
of 
these, sales below the fair 
trade minimum prices make 
up the bulk. Many of the oth­ 
er sections were added over 
the years to give one particu­ 
lar segment of the industry 
an advantage over another.

WASHINGTON—When the 
president comes to deciding 
whether he will say “I will” 
or “I won’t debate my Re­ 
publican opponent,” it would 
seem to me he would want to 
stand up and be counted on 
that decision — right out in 
the open, all by himself, tak­ 
ing the political blame or the 
political credit. 
During the past five months 
President Lyndon B. Johnson 
has shown that he does not 
shrink from the hard deci­ 
sions. Nor is he disposed to 
ask others to make it appear 
that they are deciding for 
him. 
But this is exactly what his 
political “friends” on the Hill 
are doing for him — or to 
him—on the TV debate issue. 
I wonder if Johnson really 
relishes this kind of “help.” 


THIS IS THE way it works: 
In 1960 Congress passed 
legislation—applicable for the 
’60 campaign only—giving the 
networks authority to provide 
free time for the Kennedy* 
Nixon TV debates. 
Last year both the House 
and the Senate renewed the 
authority. 
Now the bill is nicely lock­ 
ed in the House-Senate con­ 
ference, where it is being 
kept under lock and key by 
its 
Democratic Party man- 
agers—Rep. Oren Harris of 
Arkansas and Sen. Warren 
Magnuson of Washington, the 
chairmen of the House and 
Senate commerce committees. 
Talk about a filibuster pre­ 
venting Congress from voting 
its will. Harris and Magnuson 
have a 
gimmick far more 
powerful than the filibuster. 
They simply hide the bill in 


the congressional locker from 
which Houdini even couldn’t 
escape. 
When anyone gets impa­ 
tient, 
Magnuson 
points 
to 
Harris and says it’s up to him. 
Harris yawns and looks the 
other way. And when really 
pressed, he hints that he isn’t 
much in favor of the bill re­ 
authorizing the TV debates, 
though he voted for it in 1960 
and again last year. 


THE STRATEGY is obvious 
—and I doubt very much that 
it 
comes 
from 
the 
W hitt 
House. 
It is evident^hat Magnuson 
and Harris, the self-appointed 
“protectors" 
of 
President 
Johnson, are holding back the 
bill in conference, where it 
can be asphyxiated any time. 
Sen. Barry Goldwater, Gov. 
Nelson Rockefeller and Rich- 
ard Nixon have all said they 
would welcome the opportu­ 
nity to debate the Democratic 
presidential nominee this fall. 
There is little doubt Ambassa­ 
dor Lodge would 
feel the 
same way. 
There is nothing compelling 
President Johnson to follow 
out President John F. Kenne­ 
dy’s own willingness to de­ 
bate. It is certainly Johnson’s 
right to make his own choice. 
“I will cross that bridge 
when I come to it,” he said 
at a recent news conference. 
But that’s the catch. Mag­ 
nuson and Harris are prepar­ 
ing to withhold the bridge so 
that, if the president decides 
not to crogs it, he won’t have 
to appear to step back — the 
bridge won’t be there. 
No 
bill, no presidential decision 
necessary. 
I suggest they are doing th t 
president a disservice.

W A SH IN G T O N — T he 
Junta Revolucionaria Cubana 
(JURE) is set to open a guer­ 
rilla 
underground 
in 
the 
Communist-ruled island this 
month—on the assurance that 
the U. S. Navy 
and Coast 
Guard will not interefere with 
the “infiltration” of men and 
supplies. 
That promise was 
given 
Manuel Ray, leader of JURE. 
He and members of his “lead­ 
ership committee” conferred 
with top Johnson administra­ 
tion officials, including the 
Central Intelligence Agency. 
Still pending are two other 
major JURE requests: 
Several million dollars in 
funds, light arms and com­ 
munications equipment. 
Intelligence 
information, 
particularly from U-2 recon­ 
naissance flights. 
Ray told administration au­ 
thorities that JURE is confi­ 
dent a guerrilla beachhead 
can be established and an­ 
nounced around May 20, Cu­ 
ban Independence Day. 


HE CLAIMS to have a train­ 
ed guerrilla force of between 
500 and 900, and plans call 
for “infiltrating” the moun­ 
tainous region where Castro 
operated before coming into 
power in 1959. These JURE 
troops are being trained and 
equipped in Venezuela, Mex­ 
ico and Puerto Rico. 
Ray, now a $10,000-a-year 
employee of the Puerto Rican 
government, was once minis­ 
ter of public works in the 
Castro regime and is among 
the most controversial of the 
Cuban exile leaders. At the

U. S. financial aid. provided 
indirectly by the Central In­ 
telligence 
Agency 
in

ments to a “cut-out” organiza­ 
tion; that is, a group handling 
the legal and other affairs of 
JURE. 


PRESIDENT 
Lyndon 
B. 
Johnson is taking a wait-and- 
see attitude toward the JURE 
undertaking. 
Atty. Gen. Robert Kennedy, 
a member of the little-known 
Counter-Insurgency 
Commit­ 
tee. and Deputy Defense Sec­ 
retary Cyrus Vance favor sup­ 
porting the JURE project. Sec­ 
retary Dean Rusk and the 
State 
Department’s 
policy 
planning council are opposed. 
They 
contend 
that 
even 
covert backing of a move to 
overthrow Castro would lead 
to Russian intervention. 


STRONG misgivings about 
the administration’s policy on 
Cuba are one of the reasons 
Sen. Barry Goldwater shied 
away 
from 
the 
president’s 
offer 
to 
brief 
Republican 
presidential 
candidates 
on 
foreign affairs. 
The Arizonan is telling col­ 
leagues he “expects the ad­ 
ministration to make some 
kind of move on Cuba before 
election, and I don’t propose 
to be bound by it.”

Bubble Blowers Intrigue V isitor; 


Oysters Are Free— If You Find Any 


THE MICE HAVE LEFT 
Sausalito’s Plaza but the bub­ 
ble blowers remain on sunny 
days. 
On a go-around the other 
day with a visiting Chilean, 
Eduardo Latorre, and people- 
to-people man I,arry Jay, we 
arrived at the plaque in the 
square which honors Sausa­ 
lito’s sister city, Vina Del 
Mar, Chile. 
Leaning 
up 
against 
the 
plaque in a sitting position 
just below the north elephant 
were three bubble blowers in 
their late teens, two sandalled, 
one bearded and one basefoot. 
They were blowing bubbles 
from a bottle of bubble water. 
The 
Chilean 
observed 
the 
quaint American custom, then 
asked his interpreter to get a 
photograph of the plaque and 
habituees. 


WE TALKED TO George 
Thompson, city gardener for 
Sausalito, asking about the 
mice who live in the park. 
Thompson

Duke Of York Ai Bridge 


There is reason to believe 
that the noble Duke of York, 
some 200 years ago, was a 
bridge player. 
You may remember that he 
marched his men to the top of 
the hill and he marched them 
down again. It’s a maneuver 
that we sometimes see at the 
bridge table.

DIFFICULT TASK 
South now had a difficult 
task. He had already lost two 
diamonds and was sure to lose 
a heart sooner or later. 
He 
therefore had to avoid the loss 
of any trick at all in the black 
suits. 
Declarer planned to ruff a 
club in dummy and take the 
trum p finesse. He marched his 
men to the top of the hill by 
cashing the ace and king of 
clubs and ruffing his low club 
in dummy. 
Then South marched his men 
down again by refusing to take 
the trump finesse. Instead he 
led dummy’s trump to the ace 
in his own hand. 
SUCCESSFUL MANEUVER 
It was a successful maneu­ 
ver, since West had to drop the 
king of spades. West promptly 
clutched his cards closer to the 
vest and glared at South. 
It was a wasted glare, since 
South had not peeked. South 
had simply counted up to 13. 
West had bid both red suits 
and therefore was known to 
have at least eight cards in 
those suits. 
West had followed to three 
rounds of 
clubs 
and 
could 
therefore have only two spades 
at most. If West had nine red 
cards, he could hold only one 
spade. 
THREE SPADES 
This meant that East surely 
had at least three spades. If 
East had the king, of spades 
South could not capture it by 
leading one spade from the 
dummy. 
If West had the king of 
spades, South could not gain 
by finessing. 
In short, a finesse could not 
possibly win, but South might 
gain by playing the ace of 
spades.

U.S. Supreme Court refused to­ 
day to consider an appeal from 
a Gary, Ind., Negro parents 
who lost lower court dicisions 
on the question of “de facto” 
which has stirred controversy 
in other northern cities. 
The brief order left standing 
two lower court d e c i s i o n s 
against the Gary parents who 
were represented by the legal 
defense fund of the National 
Assn. for the Advancement of 
Colored People.
